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PREFACE. 


A  devotional  work,  under  the  title  of 
"  A  Manual  of  Family  Prayer,"  prepared 
by  the  subscriber  in  1842,  having  passed 
through  several  editions,  all  of  which  are 
now  exhausted,  the  compiler  is  induced  to 
issue  a  new  revised  edition,  with  several 
additions,  alterations,  and  corrections. 

The  work  was  originally  prepared,  to 
supply  a  want  long  felt  and  expressed  by 
members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Among 
the  excellent  manuals  already  in  use,  there 
was  none,  so  far  as  the  author  could  ascer- 
tain, in  which  the  daily  devotions  were 
adapted  to  the  different  seasons  of  the  eccle- 
siastical year,  as  arranged  and  designated  in 
our  public  formularies :  the  same  prayers 
and  thanksgivings,  whether  for  a  week  or  a 
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month,  being  used  indiscriminately  during 
Festivals  and  Fasts,  and  in  joyous  and  peni- 
tential seasons,  without  reference  to  the 
appropriate  sentiments  infused  into  the 
public  services  of  the  Church. 

In  attempting  to  supply  this  defect,  it  is 
believed  that  all  the  public  observances,  as 
well  as  the  various  circumstances  that  may 
occur  in  a  family,  are  amply  provided  for, 
without  giving  the  work  an  expensive  or 
inconvenient  size.  The  divisions  are  gen- 
eral— comprising  a  series  for  Advent,  Christ- 
mas, and  Epiphany — another  for  the  three 
weeks  intervening  between  Epiphany  and 
Lent — another  for  the  season  of  Lent — an- 
other for  Passion  Week — another,  extend- 
ing from  Easter  to  Trinity  Sunday — and 
another  from  Trinity  to  Advent :  Besides 
special  forms  for  distinguished  days  in  the 
Calendar;  and  occasional  Prayers  and 
Thanksgivings,  to  be  used  with  the  daily 
devotions,  as  circumstances  may  require. 

The  language  employed  in  these  forms, 
has  been  made  to  conform  as  far  as  practi 
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cable,  with  the  style  of  the  Scriptures  and 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer ;  and,  in  all 
cases,  entire  simplicity  has  been  studied. 
In  the  adoption  of  scriptural  and  liturgical 
phrases,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  avoid 
the  selection  of  passages  similar  to  those 
employed  in  other  Manuals.  Drawing  from 
the  same  sources,  expressions  of  the  same 
nature  must  necessarily  occur. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  former  edi- 
tions, it  has  been  suggested,  that  a  few  addi- 
tional forms  of  Daily  Prayer,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  seasons  of  the  ecclesiastical 
year,  might  render  the  work  more  generally 
acceptable.  There  appears,  however,  no 
substantial  reason  for  making  such  addition. 
A  sufficient  variety  of  forms  may  be  found 
in  the  different  parts  of  the  book,  to  supply 
the  want  of  those  who  are  not  disposed  to 
conform  to  the  ecclesiastical  order  under 
which  they  are  arranged.  The  whole  series 
of  prayers,  for  example,  from  Trinity  to  Ad- 
vent, may  be  used  at  any  season  of  the  year, 
with  strict  propriety.

With  the  earnest  hope,  that  this  little 
book  may  prove  a  welcome  companion  to 
many  households,  already  familiar  with  the 
sacred  duty  of  family  worship,  and  operate 
as  an  encouragement  to  others  to  erect  the 
Domestic  Altar,  it  is  humbly  commended  to 
the  divine  blessing,  and  to  the  favorable 
judgment  of  the  Christian  public.

And  we  beseech  thee  to  grant,  that  they  may 
prove  profitable  to  us,  for  doctrine,  for  reproof, 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness; 
that  we  may  be  perfected  in  obedience,  and  thor- 
oughly furnished  unto  all  good  works.  May  we 
all  be  so  taught  of  thee,  that  thy  law  may  be 
written  in  our  hearts  ;  that  we  may  call  upon  thee 
as  our  God,  and  be  acknowledged  as  thy  people. 

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  the  ministers  of  thy  word 
may  go  forth  in  all  the  world,  preaching  the  bap- 
tism of  repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins. 
Grant  that  the  dark  and  benighted  regions  of  the

We  stand  in 
continual  need  of  thy  assistance ;  and  without  thee 
we  can  do  nothing.  But  how  shall  we  come  into 
thy  presence,  before  whom  the  angels  veil  their 
faces,  and  in  whose  sight  the  heavens  are  not 
clean  !  Blessed  be  thy  holy  name  that  a  door  of 
access  has  been  opened  to  thy  throne,  through  the 
atoning  sacrifice  of  thy  beloved  Son.  Blessed  be 
thy  holy  name,  for  the  gracious  assurance,  that 
whosoever  shall  seek  thy  face  through  the  all-pre- 
vailing efficacy  of  his  intercession,  shall  in  no  wise 
be  cast  out.  We  come  to  thee,  pleading  this  thy 
assurance ;  and  we  beseech  thee,  of  thine  infinite 
goodness,  to  continue  to  us  this  day,  thy  wonted 
care  and  protection ;  and  enable  us  to  discharge, 
with  fidelity  and  diligence,  all  the  duties  of  our 
several  callings.

O  merciful  God,  who  hast  made  all  men,  and 
hatest  nothing  that  thou  hast  made,  nor  desirest 
the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  rather  that  he  should  be 
converted  and  live,  have  mercy  upon  a  world  lying 
in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death.  May  the 
fountain  which,  as  on  this  day,  was  opened  for 
sin  and  for  uncleanness,  send  forth  its  healing 
streams  into  all  lands.  Look  with  pity,  O  Grod, 
upon  the  descendants  of  thine  ancient  people, 
Israel,  whose  forefathers  shed  the  innocent  blood 
of  thy  dear  Son.  Let  it  no  longer  rest  upon  them 
and  upon  their  children ;  but  take  from  them  all 
hardness  of  heart  and  unbelief.  Give  them  eyes 
to  see,  and  ears  to  hear,  and  hearts  to  understand. 
Pour  down  upon  them  the  spirit  of  grace  and  sup- 
plication, that  they  may  look  upon  him  whom 
they  have  pierced,  and  weep  for  themselves  and 
for  their  children,  and  be  saved  at  last  among  the 
remnant  of  the  true  Israelites.  Be  merciful  also 
to  those  who  are  living  in  unbelief,  and  denying 
the  Lord  that  bought  them ;  and  to  all  those  who, 
through  ignorance  or  superstition,  are  bowing- 
down  to  idols,  or  worshipping  an  unknown  God. 
Take  from  them,  0  Lord,  all  ignorance,  hardness 
of  heart,  and  contempt  of  thy  word ;  and  at  last 
bring  them  home  to  thy  flock,  that  they  may  bo 
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gathered  into  one  fold,  under  one  Shepherd,  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  the 
Father,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  one  God,  world  with- 
out end.     Amen.

0  Lord  God,  Lamb  of  God,  Son  of  the  Father, 
that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy 
upon  us.  Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the 
world,  receive  our  prayers.

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offices  of  thy  sanctuary.  We  bless  thee  for  that 
ministry  of  reconciliation,  by  which  repentance 
and  remission  of  sins  are  proclaimed  to  lost  and 
helpless  sinners.  We  rejoice  that  we  are  encour- 
aged, through  the  preaching  of  thy  blessed  gospel, 
to  confess  our  sins,  to  renew  our  repentance,  and 
to  call  upon  thee,  the  Lord  our  God,  for  pardon 
and  forgiveness.  Grant  us,  with  all  thy  other 
mercies,  the  constant  aids  of  thy  holy  Spirit;  and 
so  apply  the  lessons  which  we  have  heard  this  day, 
to  our  hearts,  that  every  hurtful  passion  may  be 
subdued,  and  every  sinful  practice  renounced;

motions  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness.

Thou  shalt  show  us  the  path  of 
life :  In  thy  presence  is  the  fullness  of  joy,  and  at 
thy  right  hand  there  is  pleasure  forevermore. 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  as  we  are  baptized  into  the 
death  of  thy  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  as  he 
was  raised  from  the  dead,  even  so  we  also  may  be 
raised  from  the  death  of  sin,  and  walk  in  newness 
of  life.  Being  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of 
his  death,  may  we  also  be  made  in  the  likeness  of 
his  resurrection.  May  our  old  man  be  crucified 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  may  be  destroj^ed, 
and  that  henceforth  we  may  not  serve  sin.  If  we 
be  dead  with  Christ,  give  us  faith  to  believe  that 
we  shall  also  live  with  him ;  knowing  that  Christ, 
being  raised  from  the  dead,  dieth  no  more ;  that 
death  hath  no  more  dominion  over  him.

May  we  also  ourselves 
be  dead  unto  sin,  but  alive  unto  God  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  May  sin  have  no  more  dominion 
over  us :  But  being  made  free  from  sin  and  be- 
come servants  to  God,  may  we  have  our  fruit  unto 
holiness,  and  the  end  everlasting  life.

Grant  us  grace,  heavenly  Father,  to  live  this

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day  in  thy  glory.  In  willing  obedience  to  thy 
commandments;  in  patient  and  humble  resigna- 
tion to  thy  will ;  in  unreserved  confidence  in 
thy  justice,  goodness,  and  wisdom;  and  under  a 
grateful  sense  of  all  thy  mercies;  enable  us  to 
serve  thee  faithfully  all  the  days  of  our  life.

loving  kindness.  Day  by  clay  we  magnify  thee, 
and  worship  thy  holy  name.  Unto  thee,  0  God, 
all  hearts  are  open.  Unto  thee  all  desires  are 
known :  And  from  thee  no  secrets  are  hid.  Cleanse 
the  thoughts  of  our  hearts,  by  the  inspiration  of 
thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  perfectly  love  thee, 
and  devoutly  offer  unto  thee  our  morning  sacrifice 
of  praise  and  thanksgiving.
